IDAHO INVESTIGATION. 


SIMPKINS'S SENSATIONAL STORY. 
[A. P. DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, March 12.—L. J. 
Simpkine, an electrical engineer at 
Wardner, Idaho, testified in the Coeur 
@’Alene investigation before the 
House Committee on Military Affairs. 
He said he did not participate tn the 
riot, but shortly after was arrested by 
@ squad of United States troops, who 
were about the streets arresting per- 
sons pointed out by Bunker Hi!! mine 
“spotters.” Two persons who stopped 
to see the soldiers and their prisoners, 
were promptly arrested and put with 
the other prisoners. ; 

The witness said one of the prisoners, 
a Swede, was teken with a fit, where- 
upon a negro struck him senseless with 
the butt of a gun. The corporal of the 
guard came up and, turning over the 
falien man, said> “I guess you've fixed

The party said it did not matter much 
who were implicated. but the names of 
certain miners and the County Aeses- 
sor were given, whom it was most de- 
sired to implicate, for the purpose, the 
witness said, of hanging them or get- 
ting them out of the country. He eaid 
he afterward hear’ that ‘the Assessor 
had had trouble with the Bunker Hill 
mine officials over their assesaments. 
The witness detailed an interview 
with an army officer. in which the lat- 
ter deciined to permit a priest to be 
summoned to one of the prisoners who 
was dying. and also refused to allow 
him to communicate with his partner 
as to the disposition of his property. 
He detailed many other tInetances of 
alleged cruelty. One of hie recitals 
was os to a brief visi? by Gen. er- 
riam to the “bull pen,” and the re !

BRITAIN AWAITS ANY NEW 
AMERICAN DEMANDS. 

{A. P. MIGHT REPORT.! 
LONDON, March 12.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] No communications have 
passed between London and Washing- 
ton in regard to the Nicaraguan Canali 
treaty, and the reports cabled here that 
Lord Pauncefote, the British Ambassa- 
dor at Washington, had sent dis- 
patches to the Foreign Office bearing 
on this subject are incorrect. The As- 
sociated Press ist authorized to say 
that the attitude of the Britieh gov- 
ernment is that, having agreed to all 
of Secretary Hay's requests without 
asking for‘a quid pro quo, it can do 
nothing more, nor express any opinion 
until new requests are made through 
the same channel. As nothing of the 
kind has been done, no notice could 
be taken of the Senate's action. It ap- 
pears that Lord Salisbury has thus far 
devoted no attention to the matter. 

The United States chargé d'affaires 
here, Henry White, had an interview 
with Lord Salisbu today, but so far 
as the Associated is able to as- 
certain, the Nicareguan Canal matter 
was not discussed. Under the circum- 
stances, it is difficult to definitely say 
what the probable attitude of Great 
Britain is on this question, but the in- 
dications point to the fact that the 
adoption of the Senate's amendment 
will result in Great Britain's refusal 
to further consider any modification of 


the Clayton-Bulwer treaty.
